Account of the F. H.—This Judicious Writer I obſerve, 
gives up the pre/ent Scheme of extending that Hoſpital to 
all Children, and in page 42 he calls it, and calls it very 
truly, a ridiculous Scheme, fui of Danger, as it promotes 


Numberleſs Evils. 


THO? this author is a Governor of the F. H., Yet in 
order to prove the certainty of its preſerving Life ; The 
difficulty of his coming at ſatisfactory Calculations for 
want of ſufficient data; may ariſe, partly from the number 


of pregnant women, who for Secrecy and Hoſpital Aid, 
& 3: come 
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come out of the Country, to be deliver'd in Town; and 


partly from the uncertain (becauſe continually increaſing) 
number of healthful, luſty country Baſtards and other In- 
fants, which are admitted into the F. H. intermixedly 
with unbeali ful City-Children from Stews and Workhou- 
ſes. © Theſe ſeveral Blinds render all calculations on this 
extended Plan precarious, and incline this candid Author 


to ſubſcribe his Accounts, as Merchants do theirs, Errors 


excepted. 


But as he pleads for the F. H. being ſtill continu'd 
on a more limited Plan, which Plan according to his pro- 
poſal, is to extend no farther, than to the Bills of Mor- 
tality: the le Reaſon which he urges, for ſuch con- 


tinuance and limitation! is as follows: ix. 


The Number of Infant Lives, which he ſays are loſt 
in the Workhouſes, within the Bills of Mortality, thro? 
the Indolence and backwardneſs, in-men of Fortune and 
Capacity, to ſuperintend, or thro” the indifferency and 
careleſſneſs of the Pariſh Officers to overlook them: 
is he thinks a ſufficient Plea, for continuing the F. H. 
within thoſe Limits, as a Refuge more Eligible than ſuch 
Workhoufes, and which promiſes a greater ſavingneſs

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of Lives to the Public, and therefore ought to be aided 
by the Public. But when Mr. Hanway himſelf judici- 
ouſly aſſerts in p. 9. and 10. ** that where the Poor Laws 


are regularly and properly executed, F. Hs are unneceſſary.” 


and when he further aſſures us in p. 88 * that ſome few 


* Pariſhes in Weſtminſter docxecutethoſe Laws properly, 
and that they are the true kind of F. Hs,” — Theſe 
Queſtions naturally occur. — Why do not the Pariſh 
Officers and Gentlemen in London, diſcharge their Duty 
as wel as they in Weſtminſter ? — If the Workhouſes in 
London are too ſmall, why are not larger built ?—If in 
a bad Situation, why is not a better choſen ?—If Dirt, 
Naſtineſs and Filth, beget Inſection, Diſeaſe and Death, 
why is it not remov'd ?—Muſt the other Pariſhes in the 
Kingdom who do hi Duty to the Poor, and to their 
Country, be burden'd afreſh, to ſupport the Poor 
of thoſe Pariſhes who thro' their officers Indolence 
and Careleſsneſs do it not If freſh Powers from the 


State be wanting, why are they not Obtain'd ? the Le- 


giſlature, when properly apply'd to, is always ready to 


give Sanction to Laudable'Schemes of this kind. —If City 
Luxury, and City Licentiouſneſs, generate unhealthful 
Childrenin Stews and Brothels, and the F. H. by incou- 
raging thoſe Licentious generating Means increaſe the

The only Claſs of Infants which remain, and which 
alone you can with azy degree of Propriety offer F. 2 
Aid to, are thoſe of common Proſtitutes, where the Pu- 
tative Father cannot be diſcovered :—Infants from Bro- 
thels, bred on Diſeaſe, and born in Rottenneſs; difficult, 
if at all, to be brought to maturity, either in a F. . 
or in a Workhouſe. And for every puny Mortal thus 
ſav'd to the Public, probably 10 times the Number of 
Lives, at full Maturity, are Loſt to the public — 
Loſt, by generating theſe ſickly Objects for your Hoſ-
